Education. Minister

The provincial government 
should hire an anti-bullying co¬ 
ordinator, more guidance coun¬ 
sellors, and make it explicit 
school officials have jurisdic¬ 
tion to combat cyber-bullying 
off of school grounds, accord¬ 
ing to a new report.

Budget austerity measures 
too high a price to pay: CCPA 


Two teenage girls reported 
missing were found safe 
and sound Thursday after¬ 
noon. 

The girls, a 13-year-old 
from Lower Saclcville and 
a 14-year-old from Enfield, 
left Dartmouth’s Bridgeway 
Academy around noon¬ 
time on Wednesday and 
didn’t return. According to 
police, the two were seen a 
couple of hours later with 
two teenage boys at the 
Wyse Road bus terminal in 
Dartmouth. The four were 
getting on a bus and head¬ 
ing to Westphal. 

At 9:30 p.m. on Wed¬ 
nesday, family members 
reported the two girls 
missing when they hadn’t 
heard from them. 

On Thursday morning, 
police issued a release 
identifying the two girls, 
including photos, and 
asked for the public’s help 
in locating them. 

RCMP investigators then 
received a phone tip at 
about 1 p.m. and the girls 
were located. 

“As (investigators) were 
following up on some of 
the leads that were coming 
in, they located the girls 
here in Lower Saclcville,” 
said Halifax RCMP spokes¬ 
person Const. Tammy 
Lobb. 

The girls weren’t in¬ 
jured, and were picked up 
by family and taken home.

Tax cut forecasted 


• Finance Minister Graham 
Steele, in a speech to 
the Halifax Chamber of 
Commerce on Tuesday, 
said people can expect a 
"modest, but real" cut in 
personal income tax when 
he tables the 2012-13 
budget. That is expected to 
happen on April 3. 


Rumours of a deficit crisis in 
Nova Scotia have been grossly 
exaggerated, according to the 
Canadian Centre for Policy Al¬ 
ternatives. 

The CCPA released their 
“alternative” provincial 
budget Thursday. The report 
says the provincial NDP seem 
to have an “obsession” with 
getting the province back to 
balance — which could end 
up hurting Nova Scotia more 
than helping. 

“The deficit is not the best 
measure of the sustainability 
of Nova Scotia’s finances,” 
said James Sawler, an econo¬ 
mist who contributed to the 
alternative budget. “If we’re 
looking at how (sustainable) 
we are as a household, how 
much debt I can carry, that’s 
going to depend on my in¬ 


come ... so from a province¬ 
wide perspective, we’re more 
interested in our debt-to-GDP 
ratio.” 

That ratio has been de¬ 
clining, according to Sawler, 
from 48.7 per cent in 2000 to 
36.6 per cent in 2011. So de¬ 
spite a larger total debt, the 
proportion of provincial debt- 
to-GDP has declined. 

So rather than balancing 
the books in 2013-14 — as 
Finance Minister Graham 
Steele plans to do — the CCPA 
recommends aiming for bal¬ 
ance in 2015-16. By pushing 
that deadline out, the CCPA 
estimates the province can 
lessen the blow of cuts to 
government services while 
reaching a similar debt-to- 
GDP ratio as planned. 

Christine Saulnier, director 



of CCPA’s Nova Scotia branch, 
said the costs associated with 
austerity are simply too high. 

“When we make decisions 
about public services in our 


province, the focus should 
not be on the money first,” 
said Saulnier. “We always 
hear that health care takes 
up a really big part of our 


budget. But what we don’t 
hear about is whether we can 
manage to spend the amount 
of money that we spend on 
health care.” 


Clement downplays civil service cuts

Treasury Board President 
Tony Clement hopes that 
you’re patient enough to 
wait for next week’s federal 
budget before worrying about 
cuts to the civil service. 

Clement, speaking to the 
Halifax Chamber of Com¬ 
merce Thursday, said he can’t 
comment on the austerity 
measures included in Finance 
Minister Jim Flaherty’s 2012- 
13 budget. 


“What I can say is this: 
There’s a lot of scaremonger- 
ing going on, a lot (of) people 
that seem to delight in having 
people worry about cuts that, 
in many cases, will never hap¬ 
pen,” the Conservative MP 
told reporters. 

“I think the best advice I 
can give to families who have 
a public servant in their midst 
is just wait for the budget.... 
We do have to spend within 


our means, but we’re going 
to have a fair and reasonable 
plan to get there.” 

When asked directly 
whether the rumoured num¬ 
ber of job cuts in the Atlan¬ 
tic region — 5,400 — was 
reasonable, Clement said he 
wouldn’t comment on specu¬ 
lative numbers. 

“It’s not based on fact, they 
don’t have facts, so they just 
throw a number out there

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Living the dream, not just dreaming it 


Support. It’s been one 
year for the Prostate 
Cancer Canada Atlantic 
Region office in Halifax 


Ten years ago, it was only the 
dream of dozens — an office 
in Atlantic Canada dedicated 
to prostate-cancer support 
and awareness. 

“I remember years ago 
meeting these warriors who 
dreamed of this office,” said 
Peter Mallette, the executive 
director of Prostate Cancer 
Canada’s Atlantic region, 
which celebrated its one-year 
anniversary on Thursday. 
“And I mean, I’m living my 
own dream, but I’m living 
their dream as well, and I’m 
living it through their eyes.” 

When Mallette was diag¬ 
nosed with prostate cancer 
in 2005, he joined a Halifax 
support group, where he 
found the participants spoke 
“in hushed tones.” 

“I don’t know if it’s male 
bravado that gets in the way, 
or there could be a stigma 
attached to having prostate 
cancer,” he said. “But some 
of the best information that 
you’re going to get in this 
journey is from other guys 
who have been there.” 


Now, on the first anni¬ 
versary of its Atlantic region 
office in downtown Halifax, 
there are five new volunteer- 
run support groups in Atlan¬ 
tic Canada, including one for 
gay men in Halifax. 

They also plan to create 
a support group for African 
Nova Scotians in September. 

As well, they’ve piloted 
a men’s yoga program, of¬ 
fered support to families 
and spouses, and have seen 
a groundswell of volunteer 
support. 

“More people are going, 
and in our first year of busi¬ 
ness, we’re trying to create 
awareness however we can,” 
Mallette said. 

It hasn’t all been easy, 
however. Its office on Saclc- 
ville Street serves all of At¬ 
lantic Canada, and Mallette 
said distance has been an 
obstacle. 

He also noted local fund¬ 
raising has been a challenge 
as well. 

“It’s a huge responsibility, 
but it’s one I accept willingly 
and gladly, and I am just so 
grateful,” Mallette said. “One 
of the most important things 
was just to create an aware¬ 
ness that we are here, and we 
are going to try our best to 
look after you.”

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Facebook becoming all the 
rage for the over-50 crowd 


Social media. But when 
it comes to Twitter, 
older population not so 
willing to start tweeting

The faces on Facebook appear 
to be getting older. 

According to a recent sur¬ 
vey of HRM residents, one of 
the fastest-growing groups of 
Facebook users is those over 
50. 

In the past 12 months, the 
plus-50 crowd on Facebook has 
grown from just over 30 per 
cent to 42 per cent. 

And almost 50 per cent of 
those over 50 not currently 
using this social-media phe¬ 
nomenon expect to being using 
it within the next year. 

For Twitter there appears to 
be some resistance. 

When we asked HRM resi¬ 
dents if they were likely to join 


Twitter sometime in the next 
six months, the same number 
of 18- to 24-year-olds and those 
over-65 said yes — just over 20 
per cent each. 

The pattern of a rapid in¬ 
crease in Internet usage by 
the older population extends 
across cyberspace into all areas. 
It is obvious that all consum¬ 
ers are rapidly moving to vari¬ 
ous forms of online banking 
and automatic payments. Over 
60 per cent of households in 
our community are managing 
some aspects of their budget 
online. 

There is one significant ex¬ 
ception. There is a huge differ¬ 
ence between the young and 
old when it comes to online 
shopping. 

Barely 40 per cent of the 
older group has done so over 
the past six months, whereas 
70 per cent of those under 50 
used the Internet during that 
same period to buy products or 
services. 

The gap grew smaller, how¬ 
ever, when we asked if the In¬ 
ternet is used to research before 
buying. The under-50 group

reports regularly researching 
their purchases online — at just 
over 80 per cent. 

But die over-50 crowd is al¬ 
most as likely to be doing the 
same thing, with 72 per cent 
of respondents researching on 
the Net. They just prefer to 
continue shopping the old way 
— at the store. 

Here is one last interest¬ 
ing fact about online usage. 
Females consistently track 
about 10 per cent higher in all 
major usage areas including 
Facebook, online shopping and 
Twitter.

Cuts expected to 
include teacher layoffs 


Bay of Fundy ferry. N.S.

The Central Regional School 
Board is releasing specific 
scenarios that it expects to 
see happen in light of upcom¬ 
ing education cuts, including 
loss of teachers. 

Board chairwoman Trudy 
Thompson pointed out the 
$6.5-million budget short¬ 
fall for 2012-13 could result 
in reducing more than 125 
positions including teachers, 
educational assistants, library 
personnel, IT, property, trans¬ 
portation and central and 
regional office staff. 

Communications spokes¬ 
woman Carolyn Pierce con¬ 
firmed with the Truro Daily 
News that at least 18 teachers 
are expected to be cut from 
the board. 

“We may see teacher lay¬ 
offs for the first time,” said 
board vice-chairman Keith 
MacKenzie. 

MacKenzie added cuts to 
the central office are antici¬ 
pated to be “over and above 
last year’s 19.5 per cent re¬ 
duction.” 

Other expected cuts in¬ 
clude the possible elimina¬ 
tion of the adult high school, 
reduced supplies, custodial 
needs and maintenance pro-

jects, to name a few. 

“We believe the reduc¬ 
tions we are being forced to 
make will erode our compre¬ 
hensive education system,” 
said Thompson. 

Angela Dwyer James, a 
school board member repre¬ 
senting Truro, said last year 
the school board was accused 
of “fear mongering” when it 
discussed its financial situa¬ 
tion.

For eveiy New Democrat bang¬ 
ing a thimderstick on the con¬ 
vention floor in Toronto this 
weekend, there will be 30 more 
banging on their keyboards at 
home. 

The system by which NDP 
members will choose their new 
leader marks a major change 
for political conventions, pol¬ 
itical experts say, with mixed 
results for both the process and 
the party. 

The majority of NDP mem¬ 
bers are expected to cast a bal¬ 
lot in advance of online polls, 
which close Friday. For those 
ballots, members ranked their 
choices for leader. 

The rest will vote in real 
time in rounds of balloting, 


either at the convention in To¬ 
ronto or online from wherever 
they are. 

Of the party’s 128,000 mem¬ 
bers, only about 4,000 will be 
at the convention. Most will be 
watching — and voting — from 
afar. 

“It will be quite different, 
particularly given that people 
will be watching from a dis¬ 
tance so they will be very in¬ 
terested in the statements by 
the leadership candidate and 
they’ll be making their judg¬ 
ment independent from what 
is happening at the conven¬ 
tion and the buzz that’s created 
there,” said Prof. Kathy Brock of 
Queen’s University. 

At political conventions of 
yesteryear, votes were held on 
site. As candidates dropped off 
the ballot, they’d throw their 
support behind someone else, 
creating schools of delegates 
swimming across convention 
floors behind the newly chosen 
one.

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Regime forces recapture major 
strongholds in Syrian conflict 


War zone. Prospects 
for international action 
in war-torn Syria fading 
as momentum shifts in 
regime’s favour 


As world leaders close ranks 
against Syrian leader Bashar 
Assad, U.S. President Barack 
Obama summed up the popu¬ 
lar wisdom during a recent 
White House press confer¬ 
ence: “Ultimately, this dicta¬ 
tor will fall.” 

That prediction may be pre¬ 
mature. Regime forces have 
retaken the major opposition 
strongholds, the rebels are 
low on money and guns, and 
the U.N. has ruled out any mil¬ 
itary intervention of the type 
that tipped the scales against 
Libya’s Moammar Gadhafi. 

Relying on the scorched- 
earth tactics that have kept his 
family in power for more than 
40 years, Assad is in no im¬ 
mediate danger of falling. 

Syria’s rebels are turning to 
guerrilla tactics, such as road¬ 
side bombs and ambushes, and 
terrorist groups like al-Qaida 


appear to be entering the 
fray and exploiting the chaos. 
Assad could hang on indefin¬ 
itely while an already violent 
conflict metastasizes into an 
insurgency that lays waste to 
the country. 

“The international com¬ 
munity and the West have been 
standing by and watching Syria 
be tom apart,” Syrian activist 
Fadi al-Yassin told The Associ¬ 
ated Press on Thursday, speak¬ 
ing by satellite phone from the 
northern province of Idlib.

The U.N. estimates that 
more than 8,000 people have 
been killed since the uprising 
began a year ago in a grim 
cycle of attack and reprisal.

As five North Korean teen¬ 
agers wearing school uni¬ 
forms grind their accordions 
into song, what comes out is 
no sombre ode to either of 
the late leaders. 

Instead, as more than 1.5 
million YouTube viewers al¬ 
ready know, it’s one of the 
poppiest of 1980s pop songs, 
A-ha’s Take on Me. 

The catchy cover by three 
young men and two women, 


recorded in December, be¬ 
came a sensation as it chal¬ 
lenged the world’s preconcep¬ 
tions about North Koreans. 

After taking their arrange¬ 
ment to Norway to perform 
at an Arctic arts festival, lead 
player Choe Hyang Hwa and 
fellow band members gave 
The Associated Press a peek 
into their lives at the Kum- 
song school in Pyongyang.

The woman convicted of 
killing Victoria Stafford 
flatly denied a suggestion 
Thursday that she was the 
“engine” behind a plot that 
went deeper than she has let 
on, saying she didn’t think 
she was walking the eight- 
year-old girl to her death. 

“I take full responsibility 
for my actions,” Terri-Lynne 
McClintic told court in Lon¬ 
don, Ont. “I did what I did. 
But I’m not the only guilty 
party here, and that’s why 
I’m sitting here today.” 

The 21-year-old is already 
serving a life sentence after 
pleading guilty to first- 
degree murder, but is now 
testifying at the trial of 
her ex-boyfriend. Michael 
Rafferty, 31, has pleaded not 
guilty to first-degree mur¬ 
der, sexual assault causing 
bodily harm and kidnap¬ 
ping. 

The jury has now seen 


how McClintic’s story about 
the events of April 8, 2009, 
the day Tori disappeared, 
has morphed from an all- 
out denial, to saying she was 
there but didn’t see how 
Tori died, to saying Rafferty 
raped Tori and then killed 
her using a hammer, to now 


saying it was she who in¬ 
flicted the fatal blows. 

The latest version of 
events first came up at a 
counselling session just days 
before the start of Rafferty’s 
pre-trial in January, court 
heard.

Massive march. Students stage 
large rally in Montreal 



A monster crowd that 
evoked memories of Mont¬ 
real’s famous 1995 pre¬ 
referendum rally formed a 
lcilometres-long sea of op¬ 
position Thursday to higher 
university tuition fees. 

The protest began in the 
same downtown square that 
hosted the pro-Canada love 
fest just days before the in¬ 
dependence referendum. 

Like that historic rally, 
this one filled the square. 
But it went on, and on, for 
blocks. 

In a spring laden with 
demonstrations against the 
Quebec government, Thurs¬ 
day’s was easily the largest. 

The parade of protest was 
so long that its front end 
would be a full neighbour¬ 
hood — or even two — away 
from the tail end. An organ¬ 
izing group boasted that 
the protest spanned 50 city 
blocks; media estimates of 
its length varied from two 
kilometres to more than 
four. 

There were no incidents 
involving the chanting, plac¬ 
ard-waving throng. There 
were, however, reports of 
some protesters carrying 
sticks. 

There was also a threat 
from a major protest group: 
“If the government doesn’t 
announce a retreat on the 
(tuition) hike today the next 


step will involve actions 
that disrupt the economy,” 
the C.L.A.S.S.E. group posted 
on its Twitter page. 

The demonstration came 
two days after the provincial 
budget and a blunt refusal 
by Premier Jean Charest’s 
government to back down 
on the hikes. 


The province is nearly 
doubling tuition fees over 
five years, to about $3,800. 
It will reach its target with a 
series of $325-a-year increas¬ 
es. However, the tuition fees 
in the province will still be 
among the lowest in Canada 
even after the hikes.

Fighting fee hikes 


Protesters come 
from across 
Canada 

A number of protesters 
were from other Canadian 
provinces. One said that, 
while it might be true that 
Quebec has low fees, it’s 
a principle worth fighting 
to keep. 

“Where I was from 
before we were frying to 
fight the same idea (of 
fee hikes) — but a lot of 
people didn’t get together 
like they have in Quebec,” 
said Parker Dorris of Cran- 
brook, B.C., who studies 
at Montreal’s Concordia 
University. 

“That’s one of the main 
reasons I came to Quebec, 
because it’s such a liberal 
province and they fight for 
these kinds of rights.” 

Another student from 
Newfoundland and Lab¬ 
rador, 21-year-old Laura 
Battcoclc, said she came to 
Montreal to study dance 
because the program she 
wanted didn’t exist back 
home. Now she’s afraid 
she won’t be able to afford 
it if fees increase. 

Police did not provide 
a precise crowd estimate 
Thursday, but did say that 
the turnout was probably 
closer to 100,000 than 
the 200,000 claimed by 
protest leaders.

Change in course. Military 
downgrades plan for an 
Arctic naval facility 


Canada’s militaiy has quietly 
downgraded plans for an 
Arctic naval facility the 
government has pointed to as 
a symbol of how seriously it 
takes northern issues. 

“The intent of the (north¬ 
ern naval facility) will remain 
... but its functionality will be 
reduced,” says a late February 
letter. It was sent from the 
government to the northern 
environmental regulator 
overseeing the Nanisivik 
project on northern Baffin 
Island at the eastern gate of 
the Northwest Passage. 

“Original plans for perma¬ 
nent buildings including 
workshops, accommodations 
and offices have all been 
scrapped along with plans 
for waste treatment facilities. 
The only new building on 
site is to be a large, unheated 
warehouse. 

“Concerns about shoreline 
and permafrost stability have 
set back for years plans to 
upgrade the existing wharf, 
originally built in the late 
1970s to service the now- 
closed Nanisivik lead-zinc 
mine. 

Proposals to store two sea¬ 
son’s worth of fuel have been 
scaled to a single season, 
halving the size of the pro¬ 
jected tank farm. Permanent 
communications equipment 
won’t be installed. 


Other downgrades 


• Not ready. A research 
station in Cambridge Bay, 
Nunavut, also promised in 
2007, won't be ready until 
2017. A major high-altitude 
research facility was recently 
shuttered on Ellesmere 
Island. 


The facility will only oper¬ 
ate in the summer and will 
be shut down in the winter. 

Those visiting it will 
stay in trailers now on site. 
Nanisivik will now depend 
on the nearby Nunavut 
community of Arctic Bay for 
services. 

The letter, from project 
manager Rodney Watson, 
suggests the changes are new. 

“A detailed design is not 
yet available, as these chan¬ 
ges have just recently been 
determined,” he wrote. 

Officials from the Defence 
Department were not im¬ 
mediately available to com¬ 
ment. 

“It becomes, basically, 
a gas station,” said Rob 
Huebert of the University of 
Calgary’s Centre for Militaiy 
and Strategic Studies. 

“What we’re doing is tak¬ 
ing away from the ability of 
having people up there.” 
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French standoff 
ends with murder 
suspect shot dead 


Shock. Suspect in 
the slaying of three 
paratroopers, three 
Jewish schoolchildren 
and a rabbi boasted to 
police about crimes 


In a dramatic end to a 32-hour 
standoff, a masked French 
SWAT team slipped into the 
apartment of an Islamist ex¬ 
tremist Thursday, sparking a 
firefight that ended with the 
suspect jumping out the win¬ 
dow and being shot dead in the 
head. 

Mohamed Merah, 23, was 
wanted in the deaths of three 
French paratroopers, three Jew¬ 
ish schoolchildren and a rabbi 
— all killed since March 11 in 
what Merah reportedly told po¬ 
lice was an attempt to “bring 
France to its knees.” 

Police had been trying to 
capture him alive since a pred¬ 
awn raid Wednesday to arrest 
him at his apartment in the 
southwestern city of Toulouse. 

The killings he was accused 
of — and boasted about to po¬ 
lice — have shocked France, 
ignited fear in moderate Mus¬ 
lims about stoking discrimina¬ 
tion and may even affect the 
country’s upcoming presiden¬ 
tial election. 

The seven slayings, carried 
out in three motorcycle shoot¬ 
ing attacks, are believed to be 
the first killings inspired by Is¬ 
lamic radical motives in France 


since the Sept. 11,2001, attacks. 

French President Nicolas 
Sarkozy, speaking in Paris, said 
an investigation was under way 
to see if Merah, a French cit¬ 
izen of Algerian descent who 
claimed links to al-Qaida, had 
any accomplices. 

His mother and a brother 
were detained Wednesday 
by police after the mother’s 
computer became a critical 
link in tracking Merah down. 
The brother Abdelkader had 
already been linked to Iraqi 
Islamist networks. 

The SITE Intelligence Group, 
which monitors Internet mes¬ 
sages, reported Thursday that 
a lesser-known jihadist group 
was claiming responsibility for 
the attacks in France. 

SITE said Jund al-Khilafah 


issued a statement saying "Yu¬ 
suf of France” led an attack 
Monday, the day of Jewish 
school shootings. There was no 
independent confirmation of 
the claim. 

Authorities said Merah es¬ 
poused a radical form of Islam 
and had been to Afghanistan 
and the Pakistani militant 
stronghold of Waziristan, 
where he claimed to have re¬ 
ceived training from al-Qaida. 

He also had a long record 
of petty crimes in France for 
which he served time in pris¬ 
on. 

Merah told negotiators he 
lulled to avenge the deaths 
of Palestinian children and to 
protest the French army’s in¬ 
volvement in Afghanistan.

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Study. Living in sin 
before marriage ain’t bad 
if couple is committed 


New research by the U.S. Cen¬ 
ters for Disease Control and 
Prevention suggests times have 
changed from the days when 
living together signalled poor 
chances for a successful mar¬ 
riage later on. 

“It’s not playing as big a 
role in predicting divorce as 
it used to,” said Casey Copen, 
lead author of the study. 

The study found those 
who were engaged and living 
together before the wedding 
were about as likely to have 
marriages that lasted 15 years 
as couples who hadn’t lived 
together. 

But what about the couples 
who were living together but 
weren’t engaged? The new 
study found marriage was 
less likely to survive to the 
10- and 15-year mark among 
couples who weren’t engaged 
when they lived together — 
findings similar to earlier re¬ 
search. 

For example, for women, 
there was about a 60 per cent 
likelihood a marriage would 
survive 15 years if the couple 
either hadn’t lived together 
before the wedding or were 
engaged while sharing the 
same living space. 

But if no firm marriage 
commitment was made while

she and her boyfriend were 
living together, the likeli¬ 
hood the marriage would last 
fell to 53 per cent.

Potential explanations in¬ 
clude laxer attitudes about 
commitment, lower educa¬ 
tion levels or family histor¬ 
ies that made these couples 
more pessimistic about 
marriage

Drunken soldiers loot 
presidency after coup, 
just weeks ahead of 
national election 


Drunken soldiers looted Mali’s 
presidential palace hours 
after they declared a coup on 
Thursday, suspending the con¬ 
stitution and dissolving the in¬ 
stitutions of one of the few es¬ 
tablished democracies in this 
troubled comer of Africa. 

The whereabouts of the 
country’s 63-year-old president 
Amadou Toumani Toure, who 
was just one month away 
from stepping down after a 
decade in office, could not be 
confirmed. The United States 
Embassy issued a statement 
dispelling mmours that he 
had sought refuge in their 
compound. 

Soldiers smelling of alcohol 
ripped flat-screen TVs, com¬ 
puter monitors, printers and 
photocopiers out of the presi¬ 
dential palace, carting them

off in plain sight. Others in 
pickup trucks zoomed across 
the broad avenues, holding 
beer bottles in one hand and 
firing automatic weapons with 
the other. 

The mutineers said they 
were overthrowing the govern¬ 
ment because of its mishand¬ 
ling of an ethnic Tuareg insur¬ 
gency in the country’s north 
that began in January. 

Tens of thousands of Mali¬ 
an civilians have been forced 
to flee. The soldiers sent to 
fight the separatists have been 
killed in large numbers, often 
after being sent to the battle¬ 
field with inadequate arms 


and food supplies, prompting 
fierce criticism of the govern¬ 
ment. 

The coup began Wednes¬ 
day, after young troops mutin¬ 
ied at a military camp near the 
capital. The rioting spread to 
a garrison thousands of kilo¬ 
metres away in the strategic 
northern town of Gao. 

By evening, troops had sur¬ 
rounded the state television 
station in Bamako. At dawn 
on Thursday, some 20 soldiers 
huddled behind a table, facing 
the camera. They introduced 
themselves as the National 
Committee for the Reestab¬ 
lishment of Democracy and 
the Restoration of the State, 
known by its French acronym, 
CNRDR. 

Criticism of the coup was 
swift. France is suspending all 
government co-operation with 
Mali, except for aid. In Wash¬ 
ington, State Department 
spokeswoman Victoria Nuland 
said officials were meeting to 
discuss whether to cut off the 
$137 million in annual U.S. as¬ 
sistance.

The coup is a major setback 
for Mali, a landlocked nation 
of 154 million that is poor 
but fiercely proud of its 
democratic credentials.

Canada’s top soldier sus¬ 
pected the Conservative 
government was behind 
a plot to damage his 
reputation when reports 
emerged last fall that he 
had used a Challenger 
jet to join his family on a 
Caribbean cruise. 

Gen. Walter Natynczylc, 
the chief of defence staff, 
aired his suspicion after 
learning a journalist got 
hold of flight logs that 
showed him using the 
military jet to attend sports 
events, the Calgary Stam¬ 
pede and to catch up to a 
family trip to the island of 
Saint Maarten in 2010. 

He had missed his 
scheduled departure in 
order to attend a repatria¬ 
tion ceremony for four 
soldiers and a journalist 
killed in Afghanistan. 

Natynczylc met with 
Harper on Sept. 19 and in¬ 
sisted he had followed the 
rules at all times. But he 
said he would repay the 
government if his Chal¬ 
lenger flight was deter¬ 
mined to be an improper 
use of the government jet.

Autopsy. Drowning 
killed Whitney Houston, 
but cocaine contributed 


Whitney Houston was a chron¬ 
ic cocaine user who had the 
drug in her system when she 
drowned in a hotel bathtub, 
coroner’s officials said Thurs¬ 
day after releasing autopsy find¬ 
ings that also noted heart dis¬ 
ease contributed to her death. 

The disclosure ended 
weeks of speculation about 
what killed the Grammy-win- 
ning singer on Feb. 11. 

Houston was found sub¬ 
merged in the bathtub of 
her room at the Beverly Hil¬ 
ton Hotel, and her death was 
ruled accidental. Several bot¬ 
tles of prescription medica¬ 
tions were found in her hotel 
room, but coroner’s officials 
said there weren’t excessive 
quantities. 

Beverly Hills police said in 
a statement there was no evi¬ 
dence of wrongdoing in con¬ 
nection with Houston’s death. 

Coroner’s Chief of Oper¬ 
ations Craig Harvey said co¬ 
caine and its by-products were 
found in Houston’s system, and 
the drug was listed as a contrib¬ 
uting factor in her death. He 
said the results indicated Hous¬ 
ton was a chronic cocaine user. 

Toxicology results also 
showed Houston had ma¬ 



rijuana, Xanax, the muscle 
relaxant Flexeril, and the al¬ 
lergy medication Benadryl 
in her system. Houston died 
just hours before she was 
scheduled to appear at produ¬ 
cer Clive Davis’ pre-Grammy 
Awards bash. 

The singer also had build¬ 
up of plaque in her arteries 
that can restrict blood flow. 
Assistant Chief Coroner Ed 
Winter said the condition is 
common in drug users.

Megaupload host: 
Pay expenses or 
lose data 

The company hosting the 
frozen data of millions of 
users of the file sharing site 
Megaupload says somebody 
needs to pay the company’s 
bill or allow it to delete the 
data. 

Carpathia Hosting filed

Richard: Mark, from its 
opening moments, The Hun¬ 
ger Games feels more intimate 
than your average blockbust¬ 
er thanks to some invent¬ 
ive hand held camera work. 
And that’s a good thing. 
As fans of the books know, 
the focus of the story is the 
characters. Sure, they are 
thrown into a wild situation, 
but admiring Katniss Ever- 
deen’s inner strength and 
courage or Peeta Mellark’s 
big heart is as important to 
the success of the story as are 
the action scenes or the dys¬ 
topian premise. What did you 
think? 

Mark: Yes, but I never quite 


saw Katniss and Peeta as 
a couple, perhaps because 
she seems so much more 
savvy than him, or perhaps 
because he has the name 
of a Lebanese flatbread. But 
Jennifer Lawrence is strong 
enough to carry this movie 
on her own, anyway; she’s 
that good. As far as the rest of 
the film goes, I loved the first 
40 minutes — everything 
that leads up to the actual 
games — but found the rest 
of it a bigger budget version 
of Survivor on steroids. 

RC: Lawrence has found the 
role that she will, likely, for¬ 
ever be associated with and 
brings substance to it. She 
gives Katniss a rich inner life 
— you can see the machina¬ 
tions of the character churn¬ 
ing behind her eyes. Without 
her level of performance this 
would be a far less interest¬ 
ing movie. Having said that, 
I enjoyed the movie’s steam- 
punk world; that mix of old 
and new to create something 
familiar, yet strange. 


MB: I thought the art direction 
and costuming of the capitol 
really created a vivid portray¬ 
al of a decadent, fey society. 
Although I have to say that 
Elizabeth Banks’ over the top 
Marie Antoinette impression 
was grating and out of whack 
with even the most satirical 
elements of the movie. And 
the satire worked for me — it 
isn’t really that far from cur¬ 
rent reality shows. Although 
there were derivative elements 
in the story, using teenagers 
as contestants amps up the 
cruelty factor. 

RC: I enjoyed Banks. I 
thought she brought some 
much-needed levity to a grim 
story about kids killing one 
another. But as much as I 
enjoyed the movie — and I 
really did — I couldn’t help 
but wonder what a truly vi¬ 
sionary director like Terry 
Gilliam might have done 
with this material.

Lily Collins faces quite the

Did you ever think, in playing 
a fairy tale princess, that you’d 
get to do an action movie 
training montage? 

No! I mean, it was written in 
the script that she meets the 
dwarves and there would be 
sword fighting, but the script 
changed so much during film¬ 
ing that this montage, when 
it was added, I thought, “This 
is going to be so much fun to 
shoot.” It took a long time to 
shoot, but when it’s all cut 
together with the music, it’s 
just so fun. And I never thought 
that I’d be sword-fighting and 
fencing and learning all these 
cool stunts. 

It is an interesting update. 
Fairy tales traditionally 
aren’t great for the their 
female characters — lots of 
sitting around and pining, 
waiting to be rescued. 

And that’s what we did not 
want. We didn’t want to take 
the animation and just make 
it live-action. We wanted to 
take it and have a reason to 
redo it. In today’s day and 
age, girls are very empow¬ 
ered to do the same things 


that guys do. And young girls 
want to see movies that show 
people that they admire are 
not needing the prince as 
much as they used to — or 
the fact that a princess can 
save a prince just as much as 
a prince can save a princess. 

There’s that other Snow 
White movie coming out in 
June. How much were you 
aware of the competing 
project? 


Aesthetically and with the 
storyline, they’re so dif¬ 
ferent. And the advertis¬ 
ing has shown that so far. I 
think more of the struggle 
was just this whole, like, 
who’s coming out first kind 
of a thing and making sure 
there’s enough time in be¬ 
tween so that everyone’s not 
overloaded with the fairy 
tale. But that never really 
trickled down to us on set, 
I think.

I’ve been following the 
progress of Burlington, On¬ 
tario’s Walk Off the Earth 
ever since they posted their 
five people/one guitar per¬ 
formance of Gotye’s Some¬ 
body That I Used to Know 
back in January. As I write 
this, the video has been 
viewed 74,423,421 times. 
That’s about one-tenth the 
number of people who have 
seen Justin Bieber’s Baby, 
but it’s still a magnificent 
achievement, especially for 
an indie band. 

If you’ve watched any 
music video on YouTube, 
you’ll have seen the ads 
that come with each one. 
YouTube is the world’s 
largest streamer of music 
and these ads have allowed 
it to monetize what many 
once believed was un-mon- 
etizable. 

I was curious about what 
this means in financial 
terms to artists like Walk 
Off the Earth, so I talked to 
some people in the industry 


who know how such things 
work. Let’s try to estimate 
things, shall we? YouTube’s 
payment rate is approxi¬ 
mately $2.50 CPM, which 
means for every one thou¬ 
sand views of a video, it 
pays out $2.50 US. YouTube 
keeps 50 per cent of all 
revenues. Fifteen per cent 
goes to the rights holder 
of the song (the publisher/ 
copyright holder) while 
the remaining amount — 

35 per cent — goes to the 
performer. Now let’s do the 
math. First, divide 74.5 mil¬ 
lion views by 1,000 to get 
the CPM number. Multiply 
that number (74,500) by 
$2.50 and you have total 
gross advertising revenues 
of $186,250. Of that, You¬ 
Tube keeps half, which is 
$93,125. The rest is divided 
between the publisher 
(15 per cent of $186,250 or 
about $28,000; Gotye gets a 
piece of this) and the band 
(35 per cent of $186,250 
or a shade over $65,000). 
Finally, divide that amount 
amongst the five members 
of the band and you have 
earnings of $13,000 each. 

Not bad when you 
consider that this is the 
product of 14 hours work 
in front of a video camera 
but a little sobering when 
you consider how diffi¬ 
cult it is to get that many 
people to watch a single 
video.

As the premiere date 
draws closer, we tiy our best 
to extract a few clues about 
what to expect from costume 
designer Janie Bryant. 

Now that we’re just days 
away from the season pre¬ 
miere and the cast photos 
have been released, what 
can you reveal about the 
look of the characters? How 
has their wardrobe evolved 
since last season? 

Honestly, I’m sworn to secrecy 
until the premiere on March 
25. You’ll have to wait and see! 

OK, how does the new Mad 


Men collection for Banana 
Republic reflect the look of 
Season 5? 

Our second collection was in¬ 
spired by the characters while 
at the club because of the fun 
contrast to the home and of¬ 
fice settings. It’s about an era 
of lounging poolside or at¬ 
tending a 4th of July barbecue 
in a crisp blue polo shirt and 
stunning the crowd in a lush 
ivoiy dress. 

When creating the collec¬ 
tion, were you obligated 
to design it in such a way 
that wouldn’t give away too 
many details about the ac¬ 
tual show? 

For this collection, [Banana 
Republic creative director 
Simon Kneen] and I talked 
a lot about the characters 
and scenes that inspired us, 
the roles they were playing, 
the emotions they’re go¬ 
ing through, and worked to 
translate all that context into 
beautiful design. We stayed 
with the traditional Mad Men 
look that viewers have come 
to love. 

The new collection manages 


to feel both vintage and very 
2012. 

It was about taking a vintage 
look and updating it with a 
modern twist. We took some 
of our favourite trending 
colours and prints, like the 
bright pinks and large flor¬ 
als in some of the women’s 
pieces, and fit them on a ’60s 
silhouette, like a capri pant or 
nip-waist dress. 

The first four seasons of Mad 
Men helped spark a global 
obsession with the mid¬ 
century way of dressing, in¬ 
fluencing an entire season 
of ready-to-wear collections. 
Do you think Season 5 will 
do the same thing for late 
’60s dressing? 

People identify with the cos¬ 
tume design of the charac¬ 
ters and there has already 
been a clear resurgence of 
1960s trends on runways this 
spring. Beautiful, dressed-up 
tailoring with emphasis on 
the waist; bright colours for 
ladies; and tailored, slim-cut 
apparel for men are all mak¬ 
ing a comeback. But as far as 
Season 5 goes I really can’t 
comment!

past the Mad Men era all the 
way to today.

Rainmen dig deep to 

strike down Lightning

The Halifax Rainmen dug 
deep and found a reserve of 


energy few thought they had. 
And they used it to dig them¬ 
selves out of a deep hole. 

The Rainmen, playing their 
sixth game in eight days with 
their two off-days occupied 
by air travel, had remarkable 
spring in their step on Thurs¬ 
day in a 93-85 win over the 
London Lightning in front of a 
roaring crowd of 3,842 at the 
Metro Centre. 

The win brought the Rain¬ 
men back from a 2-0 deficit in 


the National Basketball League 
of Canada final and forced a 
fifth and deciding game on 
Sunday at 3 p.m. in Ontario. 

“We, as a team, are ex¬ 
hausted,” admitted veteran 
forward Eric Croolcshanlc. 
“We’re exhausted.” 

“It’s so tough right now,” 
added point guard Taliek 
Brown, shaking his head. 
“We’re just pulling through to 
try to make it happen. Finally, 
we get some rest.” 


Trailing by six points at 
halftime, it looked grim for 
the Rainmen. But rather than 
allow fatigue to wash over 
them, they dominated the 
Lightning with a 26-10 third 
quarter and grabbed a 10-point 
lead.

London won every other 
quarter, but was stymied by 
Halifax’s swarming full-court 
defence in the third and other 
critical moments.

From solid goaltending to 
terrific special teams to 
a dangerous top line, the 
Moncton Wildcats are an 
underdog with a menacing 
bite. 

The Halifax Moose- 
heads, 18-point favourites 
in the QMJHL first round, 
shouldn’t need to be told 
that heading into Games 1 
and 2 at the Metro Centre 
on Friday and Saturday. 

The Wildcats have beat¬ 
en the Mooseheads in five 
out of eight meetings this 
season and fired a big warn¬ 
ing shot with a 7-1 blowout 
just two weeks ago. 

“We’re taking the series 
as if we’re the underdog,” 
said Mooseheads leading 
scorer Nathan MacKinnon, 
flipping the script. 

“People think Monc¬ 
ton has had our number 
this year,” he said. “We’re 
not out to prove anybody 
wrong, but we’re going to 
try to show people we’re 
the stronger team.” 

Behind the respected de¬ 
fensive system of veteran 
head coach Danny Flynn, 
19-year-old goaltender 
Roman Will helped the 
Wildcats maintain the QM- 
JHL’s fifth-best goals-against 
average and second-best 
penalty kill. 

But scoring is the Wild¬ 
cats’ Achilles’ heel. 

Their 2.79 goals per 
game were the lowest in the 
QMJHL, and although their 
power play hums along at 
an efficient 22.6 per cent, 
the trio of Marek Hrivik and 


twin brothers Alex and Al- 
lain Saulnier combined for 
47.3 per cent of their total 
scoring output. 

“They’re a good team 
and they have a good power 
play, and that’s where they 
score most of their goals,” 
said Mooseheads captain 
Cameron Critchlow. “We 
have to key on that line, ob¬ 
viously, and make sure we 
keep a close eye on them.” 

The Wildcats are calling 
defence their key to the ser¬ 
ies. 

“Halifax has one of the 
most talented teams in this 
league, so we have to do our 
best to limit their chances,” 
Flynn said. “In addition to

tremendous depth.” 

The Mooseheads had 
their ups and downs this 
season, but they showed in 
February what they were 
made of when they posted 
a 7-2 record over a 19-day 
stretch and earned wins 
over the nationally-ranked 
Shawinigan Cataractes and 
Victoriaville Tigres. 

Incredibly, they didn’t 
lose more than two games 
in a row during the 68-game 
season. 

“We’ve learned the way 
we need to play to have 
success,” said head coach 
Dominique Ducharme. “We 
need to carry that into the 
playoffs.”

‘We’ve been 
ready to go for 
months’, says 
commish on collective 
bargaining talks 


NHL Commissioner Gary 
Bettman said Thursday he’s 
ready to meet with the play¬ 
ers union to negotiate a new 
contract, but it’s up to the 
union to decide when that 
might happen. 

Bettman said the NHL 
Players’ Association hasn’t 
yet indicated that it’s ready. 

“That’s something that 
we’re relying on the union 
for right now,” Bettman 
said of the timing on talks. 
“There’s a new executive 
director and he’s getting up 
to speed, meeting with his 
constituents and when the 
union’s ready, then we’ll 
start.”

Revenue sharing is expected to play a 
large role in the talks, with NHL owners 
wanting to cut the players’ share of 
league revenues from 57 per cent. 


Donald Fehr, who previ¬ 
ously led the union for Ma¬ 
jor League Baseball players, 
became executive director 
of the NHLPA in December 
2010. 

Union spokesman Jona¬ 
than Weatherdon said in 
an emailed statement that 
the union was meeting with 
players to prepare for nego¬ 
tiations. 

“At our request, the NHL 
recently supplied the NHLPA 
with some initial financial 
information that we are cur¬ 
rently reviewing,” Weather¬ 
don said. “While we do not 


have a set date for formal 
negotiations to begin, we ex¬ 
pect negotiations will begin 
when we have players avail¬ 
able to participate in bar¬ 
gaining sessions.” 

The Stanley Cup finals are 
scheduled to end in June. 

Bettman declined to say 
what the league is looking 
for in renewing the seven- 
year deal set to expire Sept. 
15. 

“I don’t discuss what we’re 
looking for in collective bar¬ 
gaining publicly,” he said. 
“That’s best done across the 
table with the principals.” 

Team owners are expected 
to meet in Las Vegas when 
the NHL Awards are held. 

Bettman met with team 
presidents at the Encore Las 
Vegas hotel-casino, the site of 
the awards last June. Bettman 
said they discussed market¬ 
ing initiatives, TV contracts 
and general business.
